or  anything  else  that  caused  the  crow  to 
open  its  mouth  at  the  wrong  time,  if 
through  temper  or  hurt  pride,  or  even 
through  an  idealistic  concept  of  the  unen- 
forceable decrees  of  the  United  Nations,  the 
United  States  insists  on  closing  the  door  on 
negotiations  in  the  Far  East  it  will  do  just 
what  Moscow  is  playing  for — split  the 
United  Nations  from  top  to  bottom  and  give 
the  West  a staggering  setback  in  its  ulti- 
mate alms  for  peace. 

That  warning  was  to  be  seen  in  Hon.  L. 
B.  Pearson’s  guarded  utterance  yesterday. 
It  has  appeared  before  in  United' Kingdom 
and  other  declarations  at  Lake  Success  and 
elsewhere.  It  was  most  evident  in  the  British 
Commonwealth’s  reluctance  to  continue  a 
word-war  with  Red  China,  or  lo  become 
seriously  involved  In  a military  engage- 
ment on  the  Far  Eastern  perimeter  of  the 
world  when  the  whole  of  Europe  lies  open 


United  Nations  have  been  ignored  Is  it 
likely  that  a fourth  would  have  any  effect? 
On  the  ground  In  Korea  Communist  China 
could  yet,  and  no  doubt  would  enforce  its 
will.  To  block  that  would  require  a move- 
ment of  full  wartime  steps.  It  would  take 
the  dispute  out  of  the  battle  of  words  into 
the  battle  of  swords  in  grim  earnest,  and 
from  that  position  there  could  be  no  retreat. 
If  Into  such  a position  the  West  Is  now  led 
with  divided  counsels  it  will  be  throwing 
away  its  trump  card — moral  right — for  no 
gain  whatsoever. 

With  Its  requests  in  the  name  of  common 
humanity  three  times  flouted,  the  United 
Nations  would  have  every  excuse  to  declare 
Red  China  delinquent;  but  why  push  her 
straight  into  the  arms  of  the  Kremlin?  Our 
task  is  to  win  China  from  the  side  of  Russia, 
and  so  block  the  Kremlin's  aim— which  is 
to  "divide  and  conquer."  It  is  time  for  steady 
thought,  not  for  impulsive  swings.

with  their  campaign  for  governmental 
controls  over  prices  and  rents,  without 
touching  wages.  Any  genuine  effort  to  find 
a way  lo  stop  inflation  commands  atten 
tion,  and  a group  representing  a member- 
ship of  1.000,000  workers  has  every  right 
to  a hearing.  What  it  asks,  however,  is  an 
economic  absurdity. 

Freezing  orders  alone  can  never  build  a 
stable  economy,  though  If  a national  emer- 
gency should  occur  some  controls  may  have 
to  be  imposed  for  lack  of  a more  effective 
remedy.  That  being  recognized,  the  plan  of 
controls  to  be  devised  and  held  in  readiness 
must  be  equuble  if  it  is  to  achieve  any  good 
purpose  at  all,  and  not  the  lopsided  struc- 
ture proposed  by  labor.  Nothing  but  chaos 
could  result  from  an  attempt  to  hold  a price 
line  while  leaving  free  of  restraint  the  larg- 
est. determining  cost  factor 

Vr.  Ilills  Is  I ul king  Nonsense 

REV.  William  Hills,  who  Hon.  W,  T. 
Straith  recently  said  "gets  a great  deal 
of  pleasure  out  of  talking."  has  taken 
it  upon  himself  to  cast  a slur  on  youthful 
male  Canadians.  He  says  they  have  to  be 
bribed  to  join  the  armed  services.  Further, 
that  a rear  admiral  is  paid  $1,000  a month, 
while  in  Russia  and  other  totalitarian 
countries  men  join  the  armed  forces  be- 
cause of  patriotism. 

A Canadian  rear  admiral  may  have  re- 
cently advanced  in  the  scale  of  payment, 
but  the  salary  and  allowances  granted 
simply  match  the  responsibilities  he  carries, 
just  as  do  the  substantial  emoluments  de- 
servedly drawn  by  ranking  prelates  of  Mr 
Hills’  own  profession. 

What  is  Mr.  Hills  suggesting?  Is  it  that 
there  should  be  a return  to  the  "shining  a 
day’’  basis  of  payment  for  men  in  uniform? 
Does  he  mean  that  in  order  to  prove  their 
patriotism  men  should  serve  for  a pittance, 
while  the  rest  of  the  population,  including 
perhaps  Mr.  Hills  and  the  writer  of  these 
lines,  grow  fit  at  their  expense?  That  would 
be  to  cheesepare,  contemptibly,  on  patriot- 
ism. 


It  just  is  not  possible  to  put  a ceiling  on 
a producer’s  or  a retailer’s  prices  without 
one  on  his  costs.  Whether  It  be  foodstuffs  or 
manufactured  articles,  the  actual  value  of 
raw  materials  is  a small  fraction  of  the  cost 
of  producing  a finished  article.  Every  pro- 
cess the  raw  material  passes  through  on  its 
way  to  the  purchaser  adds  another  item  to 
the  manufacturer’s  bill  for  labor,  until  in 
the  end  one  household  article  may  repre- 
sent the  work  of  men  belonging  to  a score  of 
different  trade  unions.  It  should  be  obvious 
to  anyone  that  each  time  one  of  those 
unions  obtains  an  increase  in  wages  it 
raises  the  price  that  must  be  paid  by  the 
purchaser. 

The  union  leaders  want  to  eat  their  cake 
and  have  it.  No  one  vet  has  found  a wav  to 
do  that.  Their  campaign  would  carry  more 
weight  If  they  would  be  realistic  about  a 
very  real  problem  and  offer  to  do  their 
share  in  meeting  it.  That  way,  controls 
might  become  avoidable. 


The  speedy  recruitment  of  the  Korean 
Special  Force  belies  this  cleryman’s  un- 
warranted charge  8o  would  the  whole- 
hearted response  that  vgpuld  follow  the  ac- 
tual incidence  of  a full-scale  war  emer- 
gency. Recruiting  at  present  is  regrettably 
slow,  but  were  the  Federal  Government  to 
give  the  lead  it  ought  to  the  picture  would 
change  overnight.  Mr.  Hills  docs  not  help 
matters  in  this  regard  by  casting  unfair 
as|>er8tons. 

It  is  strange,  also,  to  have  him  hold  up 
the  Soviet  state  as  an  example,  in  view  of 
the  tenor  of  past  remarks  of  his  on  inter- 
national affairs.  What,  in  any  case,  docs 
Mr.  Hills  know  of  Soviet  recruiting 
methods?  Is  he  suggesting  that  Russian 
rear  admirals  are  compensated  only  by 
gold  braid.  Is  he  implying  that  Russian 
youths  rush  voluntarily  to  the  colors  to 
serve  without  pay  at  all?  The  truth  Is  more 
likely  to  be  that  they  are  dragooned  to  the 
armed  forces  In  a manner  that  does  not 
permit  them  to  utter  one  word  in  protest 
about  pay  or  anything  else. 

Is  that  the  type  of  service  Mr  Hills  would 
like  to  introduce  to  Canada?  *

a LL  who  take  an  interest  In  world 

affairs  and  have  even  a passing 
, lnierest  m history,  know  that  moat 
of  the  wars  of  the  last  hundred  years 
have  been  avoided,  and  right 
would  have  prevailed.  If  certain  coun- 
tries had  been  better  prepared  for  de- 
fence No  war*  would  be  fought  If  one 
side  or  the  other  surrendered  as  the 
first  shot  was  fired,  but  In  cases  of 
that  kind,  right  would  not  necessarily 
prevail.  Instead,  victory  would  most 
often  go  to  those  who  had  the  greatest 
might.  In  latter  years,  we,  of  the  Bri- 
tish Empire,  have  fought  on  the  side 
of  right,  usually  unprepared. 

In  the  year*,  months  and  days  which 
are  swiftly  passing,  the  free  people* 
of  the  world  have  been  in  a position 
to  prevent  an  all-out  war  between 
Communism  and  ourselves,  mainly  be- 
cause we  have  had  superiority  In  the 
atomic  field. 

Most  sincere  efforts  have  been  made 
through  diplomacy,  trade,  exchange 
of  thought  and  fheas  within  and  with- 
out the  orbit  of  the  United  Nations* 
Councils  to  demonstrate  to  the  leaders 
of  Communistic  Russia  that  the  free 
nations  have  no  desire  to  war  with 
them  or  with  any  people.  It  would 
seem  these  efforts  and  good  Intentions 
have  been  of  no  avail. 

The  free  na Lions  are  now  at  war 
with  Communism  In  Korea  and  else- 
where, but  as  yet  the  Russian  leaders 
have  committed  few  of  their  own 
soldiers  to  these  particular  wars;  nev- 
ertheless, Is  U Moscow  policy  which  Is 
being  pursued,  It  has  been  common 
knowledge  amongst  !hn«*  who  read 
and  listen  that  Russian  policy  for 
many  years  has  been: 

'It  To  create  all  th*  discontent  pos- 
sible In  all  countries  not  under  her  direct 
control.  The  present  Communistic  Ideology 
br*rd.  on  dlvutUfarUon  and  frustration 
Oi  To  become  the  dominant  power  in 
Asia.  Stalin  has  long  been  a student  of 
the  AMnllc  mind  HU  we I! -conceived  poll- 
ry  and  long-laid  plans  ar#  rapidly  *uc- 
eetding. 

While  the  above  was  being  car- 
ried nut,  the  free  nations  were  to  be 
lulled  Into  a false  sense  of  security.  Until 
Korea,  thla  was  probably  100  per. cent 
successful.

"yes"  Tor  wc.  In  Canada,  realize  we 
are  not  safe  from  attack,  and  yet  we 
do  Utile  to  make  ourselves  secure.  Wc, 
alone,  could  do  little  Lo  halt  Russian 
aggression  anywhere,  hut  are  we  not 
members  of  the  United  Nations  and 
have  we  not  a responsibility  to  the 
free  nations?  Are  we  fulfilling  that 
responsibility? 


Great  Brltlan  and  the  U.SA.  are 
rapidly  approaching  a state  of  total 
preparedness  To  accomplish  this,  they 
are  making  heavy  sacrifices.  They  are 
endeavoring  to  raise  and  maintain 
adequate  ground,  sea  and  air  forces. 
What  have  we  sacrificed  to  preserve 
our  own  freedom  or  our  very  jjCJt- 
enoeT 

The  truth  Is  that  wc  Canadians  have 
made  no  sacrifices. 

it  represent*  no  great  sacrifice  for 
us  to  maintain  defence  forces  amount- 
log, to  some  63.000  men.  In  Canada, 
with  our  14.000.000  people,  that  U what 
we  have  done  While,  in  the  USA., 
with  a population  only  11  times  great- 
er than  ours,  they  are  railing  up 
3.500,000  men  and  they  are  Supplying 
them  with  weapons  of  all  kinds  and 
description  ^.hlps.  tanks,  planes,  guns, 
etc.  They  arc  spending  billion*  on 
atomic  research  and  development  We 
spend  millions  and  similar  compari- 
sons could  be  made  with  Oreat  Bri- 
tain and  many  other  nations  Why  is 
this  so?  Why  should  It  bo  so?

We  have  as  grand  a country  as  any 
In  the  world  We  are  an  Independent 
people  who  love  freedom.  Wr  have 
been  called  a great  nation.  Could  the 
answer  be  that  we  are  unwilling  nr 
afraid  lo  assume  our  rr.nponsibfllUra, 
and  If  so.  why?  Perhaps  we  Canadians 
rely  loo  much  qn  our  politicians  for 
leadership,  and  the  politicians  lag  loo 
far  behind  Informed  public  opinion 

Because  of  a somewhat  peculiar 
political  situation  In  our  great  coun- 
try, our  politicians  are  apparently  so 
Intent  on  vote-getting  and  vote-re- 
taining that  they  are  all  afraid  to 
mention  Ihe  word  "conscription  " Nev- 
ertheless. If  wc  are  lo  remain  free 
people.  Is  It  not  time  we  were  all  con- 
scripted or  organized  to  defend  Ihe 
way  of  life  we  profess  to  like  so  much? 
If  we  do  not  organize,  we  will  forsake 
our  allies  of  the  free  world  and  may 
be  a contributing  factor  to  their 
downfall.  Or  are  we  ready  to  support 
the  Canadian  Legion's  call  for  total 
preparedness  and  take  our  rightful 
place  with  tha  other  free  nations  of 
the  world  »o  that  together  we  may 
stop  Communist  or  other  unlawful 
aggression  when,  and  wherever,  It 
appears?
